If 5 extremely simple to use. and offers loads 
of k^^yboard short-cuts to mak4^ life easier - you 
can loom in and out. or centre the map using the 
CONTROL and COPY l<eys The one thing missing 
from t+»e version we retftewed was fhe option to 
kicate towns by typing tn the names: Richard 
promises dvis feature win be tncluded m (tie 
released version, and it should make^ uSiing the 
prograTi a heJ! of a lot tess fiddly tif you use the 
demo, you1l know hofw hit and miss it can be 
trying lo tatch the tovm you want). 

But as I said, its not perfect. The maps are 
not particulariy dear and some of ^e place 
names are unreadable. And ifd make a life a lot 
sjnfi0ler iif you coufd scrofl around tfie map 
instead of having to zoom m and out all the ttme. 
And that cursor - has it got in«rtia on it, or 
something? Is it supposed to add a bit of a 
gaming challenge? Personally. I reckon the 
program shouW allow for joystick control. 

And it ss^ skiw. The pr oWem is, it probatrfy 
couklnt go any taster - the lack of speed is down 
to Ihe CPC's linutatofls (go on, admit it, ii does 
have limitations). So as you watch the maps 
appear on screen like ice forming on a window, 
you have to just grm and bear it, and be 
thankful that someone's at least gone lo 
the bottler of trying to get a program like 
thfs lo work on the CPC. 

Don't let this put yotj off, though, 
f?oi/fePlannef is a mvghtily ambitious 
piece of software that iusl about comes 
off. Sure, the rnost impressive thing 
about »t IS thai it's even been done, and it 
undeniably will attracl a great deal of 
inifif est ]ust twcause of the novelty 
factor, but Ifie bottom line is. IT

Using your black box you 
can by<iass an protectKjn a game has a/id POKE 
values directly into the CPC s n^emory, such as 
the number of lives you wish to have. Back in 
issue 90 we pfinied tht most comprehensive Nsl 
of Muitiface pokes you will ever l^nd - make use 
of it. There ts also a large database of Multilace 
pontes floating around the PD libraries if you feel 
a Iftirst for any more. 



If s possible to find your own game POKEs 
though Hits requires some machiirie code 
hnovidedge. The J W Birown disc utility, a PD disc, 
has beer] wntt^r^ to make your life ea^er. It 
searches MultJfaced games hr variants of the 
way in which a programmer can make the 
number of lives decrease m a game. 

Doing it yourself 

It you know what you're JookJng for arkd are doing 
the searcNng y&urself you can either load the 
unprotected, saved ganve into memory or use ttse 
Multiface, in conjunction With Romanfe Robot's 
Own /nsider or the excellent Tearaw/ay from CPC 
Network, to freeze the game during ptay and 
search the memory. Botfi \m\ikf and Tearaway 
give you many oltier functions including the ability 
to view memory and most imfwrtantf/ 
disassemble code. Once you have made your 
desired changes you can return to the garrw. 

Bot^ of these programs work by stormg 
tt^msetves in the 8K RAM inside a Muliiface, in the 
fn^irfer's case it si&res a small routine to load the 
rest of the program from disc, Tearaivdy also 
uses tfte extra t>3nks of a 12SK mactune to Store 
the main code.

Well, this i$ 
what makes it so quick. When cafculating 
horizontally the sarne aigor rthm will be repeated 
for each line, eg, ifie fourth pixel may bec(Hne 
the ninth pixel, but this wrJI be ttie same on lines 
I, 3, 3 and 20. So. therefore, the quickest 
method is to have a routme dedicated to 
producing the desired effect. This is catted self^ 
modifying code, and is generated at the start of 
the routine pfoducing a piece of code specially 
designed to do the calculation for horizontal; 
pixels automatically rather than referring to the 
scaling algorithm each pixel. This routine 
appears on running at location DATAPUT, 
so why not dissassembte rt and take a 
looh?

It also 
offers the possibi&ty for sounds without pitch 
which IS Ideal for crealmg more realistic dfunvnmg 
effects, However, anyone writing a program that 
sbH uses the standard firmware needn't worry - " 
according to Richard CiiiaflteyT/aClia' tunes wi 
coeust happily with any program (you carv bet 
Richard wdl now be nrndated witfi letters to Techy 
Forum from people who've found programs it 
wont work with, rust to prove you wrong). 

One of the most surprising things is that afl 
tliese exfra features don't eat tnto the memory 
avatlal>le for the tunes, C/iaWfeyTraCfier uses less 
memory than any otfier tracker thanks to its 
compact code and the fact that its abkility to 
compae up to 10 tunes at once removes the 
fwed to have a drwer present tvnce m memory.
